BUDAPEST, via Paris, June 9.—If 
pudapest is without food—and there is 
no doubt about the extreme scarcity 
of it—the same cannot be said of the 
rest of Hungary. There is an apparent 
gpundance in all other parts of the 
country. Coming from Vienna, the fact 
js noticed immediately upon crossing 
the frontier. The difference between 
Austria and Hungary in respect to sup- 
plies is as sharply marked as is the 
poundary drawn on the map. 

In Austria live stock of any sort is 
scarcely eVer seen. Occasionally one 
gees a few cows, never more than half 
a dogen in a group, and hogs, seem to 


‘pave disappeared from the countryside. 


But, once across the line into Hungary, 
one observes great herds of swine and 
cattle. The vast plains, stretching in 
jevel tracts or gently rolling, like our 
western country, and dotted with 
droves of Cattle containing from 100 to 
500 head, while droves of curly-haired 
hogs, which in the distance look like 
sheep, are seen every two or thyee 
miles.

When Mr. Frazier Hunt of THE TRIBUNE foreign

senate, but the American public, should have the 
ecrliest possible opportunity to read and study 
if accepted, will change the 
‘whole course of American foreign policy. : 

We could not suppress the treaty; ought we to 
treat it like any other news matter, publishing it 
immediately? THe TRIBUNE cid not feel that such 
course was consistent with respect for the United 
States senate. 
still esteems the fundamental law of the larfd and 
the proper guide of conduct in such high ters 
as it treats—namely: the constitution of the United 
States of America, provides in article 2 that the 
president “shall have power, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the senate, to make treaties, 
provided two-thirds of the senators present concur.” 
THE TRIBUNE considers, therefore, that it is not 
only the privilege, but the right and duty of the 
genate to advise the president, and put itself in a 
position intelligently -to consent or withhold gon- 
sent to the treaty formulated at Paris: THE TRIB- 
UNE considers that the custom accepted in the case 
of ordinary treaties—namely: of submitting the 
instrument complete to the senate, is based on 
the assumption that the president has recognized 
the right of advice and hag consulted and kept in 


touch with the senate, a course which Mr. Wilson 
has persistently avoided. Tuer TRIBUNE also con- 
siders that the treaty of Versailles is a state mat- 
ter of such .noment and consequence as to call for 
the earliest and fullest participation of the xt 
ordinate branch of the government, not merely in 
final assent or dissent, but in the formulation of 
its terms. And finally Tue TRIBUNE believes that 
in a matter of such moment and consequence it is 
advisable, not to say imperative, that public opinion 
be fully informed, be permitted to formulate upon) 
thorough discussion and consideration, and be 
given consideration and appropriate effect by the 
senate.

THE MENACE OF THE 
SYMPATHETIC STRIKE. 


Canada’s sympathetic strike is said to be rap- 
idly losing ground. Large numbers: of men are 
going back to work,” and certain unions either 
have repudiated the strike or are planning to 
do so. 

Meanwhile a few radicals and labor leaders 
fn this country are threatening a general sym- 
pathetic strike, to last five days, unless Tom 
Mooney is granted a new trial. These leaders 
insist that organized labor is in favor of such a 
Strike, though it is admitted that 75 per cent of 
the unions did not participate in the strike ballot 
recently conducted. 

Whatever their sentiments about the convic- 
tion of Tom Mooney, we are disinclined to believe 
that even 26 per cent of the union men of the 
United States are disposed to bring the entire 
industry of the country to a standstill merely in 
the interests of a single individual. If the future 
of organized labor were at stake we could under- 
Stand the present propaganda, but organized labor 
will not suffer the slightest diminution of power, 
ho matter what happens to Mooney. It was 
Mooney the individual that was ——-, not 
organized labor. 

Mooney was tried before a jury; his case has 
been reviewed upon appeal and by the governor 
of California. The president of the United States 
has exerted his influence to see that justice was 
Gone. Few other individuals, charged with a crime, 
have enlisted so much support and assistance. 

In these circumstances a sympathetic strike 


would win no sympathy from the general public. 
On the contrary, the injury to the union labor 
amuse would be enormous. The average man 
Would rightly think he had a just grievance against 
organized labor. | 
This may be regarded as an extreme case, but 
every sympathetic strike involves the same ele 
ments of injustice to the public. and the same 
possibilities of injury for the labor cause. A series 
of sympathetic strikes could result anly in a com- 
plete disintegration of society. The principle, once 
admitted, leads to the logical conclusion that as

It is as fair to 
ask the people to be content with the medical 
knowledge of the middle ages as to provide them 
no better crime protection than our ancient sys- 
tem affords. 

‘It is no reflection on the detectives that they 
thus or so. When have they had opportunity 
for anything better? Who has ever thought to 
provide the means for real scientific advancement? 
How expect detectives on small salaries to pay for 
scientific research, even if they had the knowledge 
necessary to map out courses of instruction? 

The detective bureau should be a professional 
clinic in applied criminology, with ability to make 
diagnoses from clear symptoms instead of a hap- 
hazard organization, unable to decide whether a 
victim was slain with a hammer or a street car. 

Give the detectives educations, post-graduate 
courses, in their chosen professions. Let police 
methods in Chicago be known for painstaking re- 
search instead of indiscriminate raids and no re- 
sults, third degree confessions that are later de- 
nied, and plain ignorance of scientific compilation 
of data. 


THE FAT MAN OF THE NATIONS. 

Senator Johnson regrets, with a good deal of 
swish and vim, that Shantung has got into the 
hands of Japan; and so do we all; but chiefly regret 


the sorrowful misuse of opportunity which leads to| 


wailings and cries for succor. 

The trouble lies not with the rapacity of Japan, 
not with the complacency of the league of nations, 
nor yet with that earlier buccaneering of Germany 
which wedged foreign interests into Shantung; the 
trouble lies in that China was not able to take 
care of itself. 

Observe, if you please, a nation of 400,000,000 pop- 
ulation uttering cries of lamentation and soulful 
distress. It is a portentous and world racking 
sound; like to make humanity shudder in very 
horror. Look closer and examine in detail this 
phenomenon, so we may know what manner of 
national behemoth it is which thus wrings wretched 
sounds from a state populated by 400,000,000. Surely 
it must be a force of 800,000, wwe that applies vigor 
so devastatingly. 

No, it is only Japan, with a population about 
one-eighth the size of the screeching victim. A boy 
in knickerbockers kicking an adipose giant in the 
shins. 

“ But,” cries China, “it was framed in advance.” 

How framed? 

“Japan wouldn’t let us go to war against Ger- 
many until Japanese statesmen agreed with British 
that in the peace treaty Shantung would go to 
Japan.” 

Monstrous! A nation of 400,000,000 wishful for 
war with Germany, asking for permission to go 
to war, claiming the right to go to war, full of 
wrath and everything; and 50,000,000 Japan bids it, 
“ Behave; we'll tell you when to go to war.” And 
it was done. | 

China wants sympathy; and should have it; the 
sympathy of the world. Any nation with poten- 
tial strength to dominate the orient but which 
is itself dominated by one an eighth of its size 
is allotted the full share of human sympathy; and 
that is all. China should try to see what she can 
get on it. 

Little by little the Chinese coast has fallen into 
the hands of nations who knew what to do with 
coasts and shipping. China had the better chance 
because China was there first. Why, particularly, 
the crying about Shantung? It is only a part of the 
territory that has slipped out from under the folds 
of fat of a national being too big—too big for want 
of exercise. China should have learned generations 


ago that self-defense is instinctive. Wailing is 


only a sound.

MR, WILSON: AN ATTEMPTED. 
ANALYSIS. 
New York, June 7.—[Editor of The 


Tribune.]—On Memorial day, in the cem- 
etery of Suresnes amid the graves of 


the men who gave up their lives for their 
country, President Wilson dedicated him- 
self to his own cause. The address of 
Mr. Wilson is a characteristic argument 
in favor of his latest theory. There is 
the same enthusiasm for the present 
covenant as there was for the first, 
though the first was declared to be per- 
fect, and though there is little agree- 
ment between the two except that the 
interests of Great Britain are equally 
safeguarded in both at the cost of the 
interests of the United States. 

The argument that Mr. Wilson uses in 
this speech, as in so many other state- 
ments, is quite characteristic of his 
single track and singularly indirect 
mind. Posterity, says our presidential 
protagonist, will acclaim my sentiments 
as the absolutely right ones, a statement 
that Mr. Wilson has no more right to 
make than any one of the other 100,000,- 
000 of the citizens of this country. Every 
one of them knows exactly as much 
about the future as he does. It is also 
a statement that shows how pitifully 


is obliged to appeal to the citizens yet 


unborn while it is the present genera- 


tions that will have to fight the wars in 
which the league will embroil us. 

This appeal to an impossible, or rather 
nonexistent, judge, is truly typical of 
the feminine mind, and I have always in- 
sisted that Mr. Wilson’s style shows the 
decidedly feminine twist of his intellect. 


‘We have fréquently heard people say 


that Mr. Wilson’s success was due to his 
power of clear expression. This is not 
so, as one may see by a casual review of 
his writings. He is frequently forceful, 
but seldom clear, and as a matter of 
fact, he has himself often admitted that 
he is unable to think out clearly matters 
that would require no enormous brain 
power. There is never any evidence that 
Mr. Wilson appreciates what Walter 
Pater calls the esthetic charm of clear 
thought. 

In the matter of his literary composi- 
tions I would not for a moment think of 
denying that Mr. Wilson is a “ fancy” 
writer. Conscious of his knowledge of a 
large number of words, he takes a very 
evident pleasure in arranging them in 
pleasant sounding groups. It will Be 
noted that the result is particularly 
pleasing to people who are not accus- 
tomed to much reading. It is like carry- 
ing around the Atlantic Monthly—you 
have the feeling of achievement without 
the pains of understanding. 

Another reason for the stccess of Mr. 
Wilson's style among those who take 
literature and history as a matter of 
course, requiring no personal investiga- 
tion, is that he turns out his composition 
on a machine where he can see before 
him the exact type that will confront the

LUMN TODAY 


Wets Give Up Fight on 
Franchise Bill, Which 
Seals Success. 


BY E. O. PHILLIPS. 

Springfield, Ill., June 9.—[Special.]— 
Tilinois tomorrow will give to the wom- 
en who have been fighting for full 

suffrage a significant victory. The 
vote to be taken in senate and house 
on ratification of aAhe federal amend- 
ment will be practically unanimous, 
emphasizing the complete breakdown 
of the opposition that has fought the 
full franchise in Illinois for many 
years. 

The recognized leaders of the “ wets” 
gave up the fight today and will vote 
nearly as a unit for ratification. This 
was the statement of Representative 
Thomas Curran of Chicago, who as 
head of the anti-prohibition forces, 
fought the women to a standstill in re- 
peated legislative battles. 

“We have permitted them to vo 
for president. Wouldn’t we be crazy 

we wouldn't let them vote for con- 
stable?” was Representative Curran’s 
query. 

Senator Al F. Gorman, Democratic 
leader in the senate, said tonight it is 
his intention to vote for ratification. 

Gov. Lowden, in a special message 
delivered to the senate and house this 
afternoon, asked for immediate action 
by the general assembly. He quoted 
jhis indorsement of full suffrage enun- 
ciated in his biennial. message to the 
legislature. ‘

U. OF C. REDS, BY 
ATTACK IN CLUB, 
OUST PROFESSOR 


Two Radical Students 
Under Observation 
Lead the Fight. 


University of Chicago bolsheviks 
won their first victory in a pitched 
battle yesterday. The Cosm@gpolitan 
club was the stronghold and Prof. Fred 
Merrifield, member of the board of 
directors for the club, was ‘the object 
of attack. By a vote of 12 to 7 the 
professor was expelled from the board. 
The radicals had massed for the as- 
sault. 

Hooting, cat calls, and hissing were 
employed by the radicals in obstruct- 
ing the defense of the two professors 
on the board, Prof. Merrifield and Prof. 
Frank J. Burgess, according to mem- 
bers present. Several members of 
the anti-bolshevik group charged un- 
fair political methods were used by the 
radicals. .They said wire pulling and a 
packed meeting had long been planned 
by the bolsheviks. 


Climax of Troubles. 


Yesterday’s fight came as a climax 
to the series of clashes arising between 
professors and students since the radi- 
cal outbreak at the Cosmopolitan ban- 
quet some few weeks ago. Louis Wirth, 
editor of the Cosmopolitan Student, as- 
sailed the peace terms at the dinner 
and was rebuked and charged with dis- 
loyalty by Prof. Merrifield. Because 
of their remarks, Wirth and E. F. 
Gottlieb, a Russian, have been under 
investigation by the university author- 
ities. It was reported that they had 
imperiled their degrees. They will 
graduate today. 

Following the banquet some weeks 
ago a special meeting of the Cosmo- 
politan club was called. A resolution 
expressing disfavor with bolshevik 
tendencies among members of the club 
was adopted. At yesterday’s session 
the radicals passed a resolution con- 
demning the previous ruling. 


Assail Professor. 


Violent denunciation of the stand 
taken by Prof. Merrifield was made 
by the radicals. Wirth and Gottlieb 
led the assault. The professor was ac- 
cused of being “narrow minded, and 
not imbued with Christian principles 
of justice.” Prof. Merrifield is associate 
professor of the new testament at the 
university. He denied to the radicals 
that he had said, “all university clubs 
must be purged of those damn Rus- 
sian Jews.” He added that he had dis- 
approved of Wirth nd Gottlieb. 
Stormy scenes were enatted, the meet- 
ing lasting for four hours. 

Both Wirth and Gottlieb have ex- 
pressed their intention of returning 
to their native countries, Germany and 


Russia, immediately after graduation. 


STEPFATHER AND 
FATHER MISSING, 
CHILD WINS THIRD 


Seven year old Margaret Virginia 
Tracy will have a few’ wartime remin- 
iscences herself when she grows up. 
It’s this way: 

Royal B. Tracy, her father, who once 
trod the boards as a member of the 
“Get Rich Quick Wallingford” com- 
pany, disappeared about September of 
1912, and the mother, who is the 
daughter of Charles E. Field of Evans- 
ton, could obtain no trace of him. 

Rumors came to her in 1914 that 
he had gone to war. As a matter of 
fact he served as a member of. the 
Canadian section of the Royal Air 
forces, but, although Mrs. Tracy wrote 
to him she received no answer. So 
she obtained a divorce and married 
Wendell H. Palmer of the Illinois Steel 
company.

Dairymen, Hit by Trust 
Law, Ask Collective 
Bargain Freedom. 


A nation-wide drive on congress to 
construe and amend the Clayton 
amendment to the Sherman anti-trust 
law is being organized by the dairy- 
men of the United States as a result 


of the prosecution of the milk pro- 
ducers in the Chicago zone by State’s 
Attorney Hoyne and the federal au- 
thorities. 

Farmers generally will be impor: 
tuned to get behind the dairymen in 
a campaign against interference with 
the collective bargaining system of dis- 
posing of farm produce. 

The discovery has been made, ac- 
cording to the lawyers who are defend- 
ing the officers of the Milk Producers” 
association of the Chicago district, that 
the Clayton act exemptions may not 
apply to farmers. It has been the 
popular belief that the same. exemp- 
tion from conspiracy that applied to 
labor unions also applied to farmers. 
But, according to the lawyers, a care- 
ful reading of the immunity provision 
indicates that the exemption only ap- 
plies to farmers’ literary societies, as it 
provides that farmers, to gain the im- 
munity, shall nct be organized for 
profit er be stock holding concerns, 


$2,000,000 a Month Busin 


Where the local milk producers are 
“in bad,” so far as the federal laws go, 
is that they followed the law of IIli- 
nois with respect to codperative bar- 
gaining. This Illinois statute provides 
that codperative associations must is- 
sue stock, limiting the amount to be 
‘held by each member. In carrying out 
this plan the 18,000 dairy farmers in 
the Chicago zone organized the Milk 
Producers’ Codperative Marketing com- 
pany, with a capital stock in accerd- 
ance with the Illinois law, and now is 
doing a business of about $2,000,000 a 
month, all the profits above operating 
expenses going back to the farmers, 

This marketing company, also, vir- 
tually fixes the price of milk to be paid 
the producers by the milk distributing 
and manufacturing companies in Chi- 


cago. 
In following the state law the “ hold- 
ing ‘company,” backed by the  pro- 


Clayton act exemption. 
Uncovered by U. S. Raids. 


©The discovery, it appears, was not 
definitely made until the Cook county 
grand jury’s indictments were supple- 
mented hy the recent raids on the part 
of the federal agents on the offices of 
the secretaries of the various “ locals” 
comprising the milk producers’ associa- 
tion. 

Where the federal complaint lies is 
that the milk producers of the Chicago 
zone, as organized, take in the dairv 
farmers of northern Indiana, southern 
Wisconsin, and northeastern Illinois, 
the interstate class. ; 
The farmers are going to fight back 
and do it on a national scale, according 
to authoritative information secured 
yesterday. The National Federation 
of Milk Producers will seek action by 
congress.

There 
are now 750,000 members of the federa- 
tion, and it is planned to bring into 
the organization all the milk producers 
of the nation. Thus far the dues have 
been fixed at 5 cents per capita.

The middlemen 
see the possibility that they may be 
wiped off the map so far as the milk 
distribution goes if the farmers are 
given unqualified immunity in collec- 
tive bargaining and marketing.

New York.

Save Public $7,000,000 a Year. 
One of the milk producers said yes: 
terday that if exempted from anti-trust 
laws and treated as a public utility the 
milk producers could establish in Chi- 
cago distributing depots for the retail! 
trade and save to the ultimate consum.- 
er at least $7,000,000 a year by eliminat- 
ing the middleman. 
When the milk distributors of Chi. 
cago, under the guise of being forced to 
increase the price of milk to the ulti. 
mate consumer to meet the increased 
wage scale granted to the striking 
union drivers, added 1. cent to the re- 
tail price of milk, they added about 
$2,500,000 to-Chicago’s annual milk bill. 
About 40 per cent of this increase goes 
to the union drivers. They are going

Exception Made in Case 
of Russia and Enemy 
Nations.. 


Washington, D. C., June 9.—To 
hasten return to normal economic con- 
ditions and restore the American dol- 
- Jar to a parity in several foreign coun- 
tries, the control exercised by the gov- 


ernment over transactions in foreign 
exchange and the exportation of gold 
coin, bullion and currency was terml- 
nated today by President Wilson, act- 
ing on recommendations of the federal 


reserve board. 
Exceptions made by the president in- 


- eluded importation or exportation of 
ruble notes or exchange operations with 
that part of Russia now under the con- 
trol of the bolshevik government, and ex- 
change transactions with territories in 
respect of which such transactions are 
at present permitted only thraugh the 
American relief administration. 


No Traffic with Foes. 

Attention also was called by the board 

to the fact that termination of control 
did not authorize transactions with en- 
emies except so far as such transactions 
may be authorized by general or special 
licenses granted by the war trade board. 
‘Licenses to export coin, bullion, or cur- 
reney will be required, but will be grant- 
a “freely” by the war trage board 
“irrespective of destination or Amount,” 
the board's statement said. Applications 
must, however, continue to be made by 
the federal reserve board until such time 
as the president shall by proclamation 
formally bring to an end the present 
control, instituted when the United States 
entered the war. 

Will Ald Foreign Nations. 

Removal of the embargo on exportation 
-of gold will enable foreign nations to 
obtain metal needed to strengthen their 
economic position, said the board, add- 
ing that anything that tends to restore 
the economic power of foreign countries 
VW ake prosperity more secure in this 
country. 

Government credits to the allies virtu- 
ally are exhausted, the announcement 
said, so that a flow of gold to this coun- 
try may be expected soon, tending to 
advance existing high prices. This will 
be offset, however, by the outward move- 
ment of.gold. A “very considerable ” 
movement abroad could be made without 
danget, it was said, because of the great 
reserves accumulated since 1914, amount- 
ing to one-third of the world’s supply. 

One important effect expected is the 
restoration of the American dollar to a 
parity in exchange with South American 

countries, particularly Colombia and 
Venezuela, where it has been at a dis- 
count of 20 per cent. : 


$450,000,000 CUT 
MADE IN RAIL

- House leaders plan to call up the rail- 
road bill tomorrow. 

The new appropriation of $750,000,000, 
with the $500,000,000 originglly granted 
the railroad administration, “may not 
meet all its requirements to Dec. 31, 
next,” it was stated in a report filed by 
Chairman Good. Additional require- 
ments were said to be too indefinite to 
attempt providing for them at present, 
but all of the $750,000,000 was described 
as “needed irrespective of what date 
' the roads are turned back to their own- 


ers,”
